oue or two balls to < ach baiter. Wait­ 
ing out a pitcher in this fashion has 
caused the winning of many battles 
in til* I a t innings. 
Of course it m ust be remembered 
that this system cannot be faithfully 
and rigorously adhered to day in and 
day out. If the pitcher knows the 
batter will pass up the first ball he 
is sure to whip a beauty over the 
blate, an advantage which will add 
greatly to his confidence. 
"However, when advisable a la t­ 
ter should be able to mix up his 
tactics and attem pt 
to cross 
the 
pitcher Should he haw been passing 
up the first ball and 
he knows that 
the pitcher is aware of this fact it 
would be well for him to reverse 
his policy and
